Minister Angers' Report on the Cat 
tie Restrictions Well Received- 
Canadian Howes in Favor. 



Speaker Chosen by the Commons- 
Member Resigning— Progress 
of Peace Negotiations. 



London, April 10.— The Scotch nows 
papers comment very favorably on the re 
port mado by Hon. A. R. Angora, the Can 
adian minister of agriculture, regarding tho 
restrictions upon the importation of Cana 
dian cattle. Herbert Gardner, president of 
tho board of agriculture, is understood to 
bo studying the report. As yot ho haB 
given no sign of tho effect it may have upon 
his policy. 

In the lost week several nowspaporB have 
directed attoution to tho growing favor in 
which Canadian horsos aro hold hero. Tho 
omnibus and van companios, however, ro, 
reporb that thoy havo found several oases of 
Boptio pneumonia among tho horaea recently 
brought over. Thoy Buggeat that the ves- 
sels in which the horses are imported bo 
moro carefully disinfeotod. 

Tho leading military clubs have elected 
to honorary membership the effioers of tho 
permanent force in Toronto did Quobeo 
who are hero training with the Imperial 
troops. 

Lord Rosobory and Lord Horschell, lord 
high chancellor, will introduce in parlia 
ment, aftor tho recess, a bill to enable colo 
nial judges to sit in tho judicial committee 
of the privy council. 

A company will be formed hero privately 
in tho near future to engage in converting

In tho house to-day William Court Gully, 
Liberal, was elected Speaker, defeating Sir 
Matthow Ridley, Conservative. During 
tho discussion tho Conservative leader, Bal- 
four, attacked the selection of Gully as dan- 
gerous to the efficiency of the house bocause 
of his lack of experience. Harcourt criti- 
cised JUlfour for making the speakership a 
matter of party discussion. The Parnellito 
members voted for the Conservative candi- 
date. 

Wm. Court Gully, the new Spoaker, is a 
aon of James Manby Gully, M.D , and was 
born in London in 1835. Ho was educated 
by private tutors and ab Trinity Collego, 
Cambridge, being admitted to tho degree of 
M D. in 1S59 In 1865 ho married Elizabeth 
Anno Walford Sol by. Ho was cilled to the 
bar at thn Inner Temple in I860, becamo a 
Q.C. in 1877, and was mado a benoher of his 
inn in 1S79. Ho was appointed Rocorder 
of Wigau in 1886. Ho unsuccessfully con- 
tested tho Whitehaven division for parlia- 
ment in 18S0 and 1885 Since 18SG ho has 
sat for Curlialo, In politics ho is u Liberal 
and a supporter of Mr. Gladstone's Iriah 
olicy. 

Tho Iioubo has adjourned until April 2'2, 
tho intorim being the Euster reoess.

THE IN GOME TAX. 

Its Validity to Be Farther Attncked-Engllsh 
I'ress Comments on the Decision. 

Washington, April 10.— Attorney J M. 
Wilson, who represented John G- Moore in 
the court of appeals in the reoont Inooms 
tax oases says, that further proceedings will 
be begun immediately. " Several points of 
the law will be attacked," said he, " tho 
principal one being the exemprion from tax 
ation of incomes under $4,000 annually, 
This will bo attacked as an uojuab discrim- 
ination. I oannot say just now who the 
complainants, or of what title the suits will 
be, but they will bo instituted probably 
within a few days, and be pushed as rapidly 
as pofBiblo." 

London, April 10.— Tho Globo rof erring 
to the decision of the supremo court of tho 
Uuited 8 atos as to tho constitutionality of 
tho income tax, says : " Every man in thiB 
oountry will regrob thab thoro is no Bupreme 
oourb of tho American variety hero. Novor, 
in all tho long hiBtory of tho English 
bonch, have they Boared to the heights of 
liberty roaohed by the American judges yea 
terday. Ib is quite impoa8ible to establish 
such a tribunal here." 

Tho St. James Gazatte comments on tho 
supreme court decision in a similar strain, 
and adds: "No one has suggested that 
this august tribunal can bo bribed in a man- 
ner familiar to litigants in some of tho in- 
ferior courts of the Union, still it ia signifi- 
cant that the politics of the various judges 
are carefully mentioned in tho dispatches." 

Nbw York, April 10.— Charles Allen has 
begun a suit in the Circuit court of the 
United States for tho southern district of 
New York, against President Stuyvesant 
Fiah and the directors of the Illinois Central 
railroad company, to prevent them from 
paying to the government the income tax of 
two per cont. on the earnings of tho com 
piny for the week ending December 31, 
1894. Allen says in hia complaint that he ia 
the holder of five shares of the capital stook 
of the oompany He contends that the in- 
come tax ia unconstitutional because it is a 
direct taxation, bub if ib should be held that 
ib ia nob a direcb tax, thon Allen maintains 
that tho tax is uncolleatablo for the reason 
that it Ib not uniform, many of tho stock- 
holders of tho Illinois Central having in- 
comes of less than $4,000, including the 
dividends from their holdings of the Btook. 

Allen says that the tax is not uniform, 
from tho fact that ib ia imposed upon only 
about one per cent, of the people of 
the LJnitod States, namely thoso who 
have Incomos in exceaa of $4,000 a year 
derived from personal property, while the 
remaining 09 per cont. of the people are ex- 
empted from payment of the tax, although 
thoy hold tho greater part of all the personal 
property in the' United States ; also he 
claims that tho mutual insnranco companies, 
having an asset of $1,200,000,000 are ex- 
empted, while companies organized on the 
took plan, with aasotB of $278,000,000 are 
made to pay the tax. Building and loan 
associations aro also relieved from tho tax.

PBOTECTIVE FREIGHT RATES. 

Readjustment Which Will Preserve Far 
Western Markets for Pacific Coast 
Products- 

Seattle, April 10.— The reoeivers of the 
Northern Pacific railroad yesterday an- 
nounced a new froighb tariff to take effect 
to-day, which, if maintained, will almost if 
not entirely shut out St. Paul and tho other 
Eastern cities from the markets of Eastern 
Washington and Idaho, and will hand over 
the trade of that section to Seattle and the 
other Pagot Sound cities to the exclusion, 
also, of San Francisco. This change secma 
to have boen mado with a view to making 
tho portB of Washington the supply points 
for the intorior territory, whioh is naturally 
tributary, not only as regards homo pro- 
ducts, but for all kinds of commodities 
brought in by sea, Instead of as now having 
goods shipped from tho East through tho 
Sound, thonoe to bo ro-shlppod to tho in- 
terior. This system haB handicapped 
the Soattlo rnnrchanta with a doublo 
freight for a doublo haul between 
tho Sound cltioB and tho point of 
consumption, and has given St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis and Chloago a corresponding ad- 
vantage The receivers now soom to have 
adopted an entirely now policy, namoly, 
that of encouraging tho shipment of pro- 
ducts to Boaporb towns by aoa for distribu- 
tion in tho intorior by rail, 

An idea of tho extent of tho reduction 
can bo formed from tho fact thab the form or 
olass ratca from St. Puul to tho points 
named wero only about 30 per cont. highor 
than thoso from North Paoifio coast ter- 
minals, while tho reduction in commodity 
rates is oven groator. Not only does tho 
Northern Pooific thua givo Soattlo tho ad- 
vantage over St. Paul and Ea8torn pointB, 
but by a system of arbttraries it protects 
this and othor North Pacific oouat terminals 
from tho competition of San Francisco, 
which ia fnstorod by tho low ratoa of the 
Southern Pacitio and tho low stoamor rates 
caused by tho prosenb rato war. 

KILLED IN THE STORM. 

Htijre Treo Blown Upon Campers-Seed Grain 
for Indians-Charged With Perjury. 

New Westminstkr, April 10.— (Special) 
— Thoro wob a terrific thunder-storm on tho 
Mainland last night, botwoon Blaine and 
Whatcom being tho storm centre. Sovon 
miles below Chilliwaok two Indian women, 
a man and a fivo yoar-old boy woro aampod 
boneath a hugo cedar treo, when tho treo 
was blown down on thorn, and all were 
killod except tho man.

tague, as a Dalton MoCarthy candidate. 
Ab the genoral eleotion Dr. Montague 
polled 1896 votea againsb 1818 for his Lib- 
eral opponent Mr. Colter, yet the Liberals 
thought ib better nob to pat up any candi- 
date tbia time. 

Montreal, April 10.— J. Bleaillon was 
nominated as the government candidate in 
Torcheres tc-day. Ho will bo opposed by 
C. A. Geoffrlon, Liberal, brother of the late 
member, and well known aa the able advo- 
cate who defended the MoGreevy boodlors. 

Quebec, April 10. -R. R. Dobell, the 
well known lumberman, and for a genera- 
tion one of Quebec's most prominent oiti- 
zens, waa nominated in Quebec West 
to-day as the government candi- 
date, tho opposition - faction putting 
up Hon. Thomas MoGreevy, who went oub 
of politics a few years ago under a cloud. 
His successor, Hon. John Hearn, died, 
henoo the bye-election. 

Halifax, April 10.— Josoph Chiaholm, 
brother-in-law of tho latoSir John Thompson, 
was nominated government oandidate In 
Ant'gonish to-day. His opponent is Hon. 
Colin F. Molaaao, Liberal, who has repre- 
sented the county In the looal house.

Chinese Justice. 

West Chester, Pa., April 10.— An amua- 
Ing sequel to the Chinese horrors and bar- 
barities that were anticipated in the ease of 
the United States cruiser Concord's marines, 
arrested in China for accidentally shooting 
a coolie while ashore shooting pheasants a 
month or two ago, haB just come to hand in 
letters from Surgeon McLurg, of the Con- 
cord, to frienda here. Instead of killing the 
Chinaman, as was at first reported by cable 
and incurring a possible death penalty, the 
Concord's huntsmen, ib seems, merely 
wounded him with bird shot. For this they 
have been tried and fined a total of about 50 
cents, and subsequently banquetted by tho 
officials of Chinese justice becauso Surgeon 
McLurg was so painstaking for three weeks 
und nursed the wounded ooolio back to com- 
plete health and comfort in a Chlnose 
hospital. 

I'cuce UcHtorcd. 

Washington, April 10.— Official cable 
advices fromjtho Colombian government to- 
day announce tho complete subjection of 
tho rebellion and tho restoration of a normal 
condition of peaco in all the departments of 
the confederation. Sporadic caoes of guer- 
illa attacks in tho mountainous districts are 
still to bo expected, and statements of thoao 
may roach tho ooast in a highly exaggerated 
condition, leading to reports of ongagemouts 
or even battleB, but the telegraph linea aro 
again in operation and oommorce and busi- 
aesa havo been resumed throughout tho 
country. 

Nothing to Arbitrate. 

Philadelphia, April 10.— It wbb learned 
thia afternoon from an authoritative source 
that President Harris of tho Reading rail,

An interview was accordingly hold 
yestorday morning with very satisfactory 
results. Mr. Brown agrood that a weekly 
car should be run from Vernon to 
the Coast, fruit and vegetables will be 
carefully handled and a mutually satis- 
factory rato will be oharged. TheBe 
rates will eventually bo fixed as soon as tho 
different Btation agents havobeen consulted. 
Cars will also bo placed at the disposal of 
tho fruit growers, to oarry fruit to tho 
Northwost territories. The question of the 
Okanagan valley and tho surrounding coun- 
try supplying the Kootenays was also taken 
up, and with reference to the same ib is ox- 
peobed that an equally satisfactory baals of 
agreement will be arrived at. In the mean- 
time ib only remains for the fruit growers in 
the variouB sections of the province to put 
their shoulderB to the wheel and developo 
the country to tho beat of their ability. Tho 
committee are perfectly satisfied with tho 
assurances of Mr. Wm. Brown that the 
C.P.B. will do all in their power to encour- 
age local fruit traffic and carrying. 

On Saturday last Dr. BBntley, returned 
from a visit to Juneau, where he wont to 
view the land with the intention of settling 
there. He travelled by the steamer City of 
Topeka. On arriving at that city he found 
considerable stir on every Bide. The town 
was full of people, inoluding many on their 
way to the Yukon mines.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Expenditure of a sum. of 
$i 0,000, Borrowed under the 
Authority of the "Crematory By- 
Law," No. 127, for Lightinn; Bur- 
poses. 

WHEREAS undor and by vlrtuo of aectlon 11 
of Tho Municipal Act Amondmont Act, 1891, 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria ia om- 
poworod, when it shall havo a sum of money 
on hand whioh has boon borrowed for a special 
purposo by tho authority of a loan by-law, and 
whon tho Council dooms it undesirable to ox- 
pond for such purposo tho monoy borrowed, to 
place boforo tho ratepayers a bylaw providing 
for tho oxpondlng of such sum of monoy for 
somo other purposo ; 

And whereas tho said Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria has a sum of ton thousand 
dollais on hand which has boon borrowed for 
tho purpOEO of establishing a cromatory by the 
authority of a loan by-law known aa tho 
" Cromatory By-Law," No. 127 ;

Antipodean Incidents of Recent Date 
Briefly Told In Advices By 
" Warrimoo." 



A Disorderly Legislature— Death of a 
Governor -Volcanic Eruption— New 
Zealand's Upper House. 



One of the pictureEtiue rows that aoom to 
crop up with considerable regularity in the 
New South Wales legislative assembly, 
made things very lively during an all night 
Bitting on March 6, the diacuaalon being on 
the land and income tax bill. The Sydney 
Daily Telegraph describes the scene aa fol- 
lows : 

" An all night Bitting of the assembly la 
always provocative of diaorder. The fooling 
over tho land tax propoaala of the govern- 
ment has, all through, boon very marked, 
and they reached a climax early yestorday 
morning. Tho rejeotion of Mr. Wiso'a 
amendmonb in olause 12 of tho bill had tho 
effect of inducing certain mombera to exproaa 
their viows in extremely forolble language, 
There was a very full houao, and tho repeat- 
ed diviaionB created an amount of confusion 
which oil the Bhouts of ' Order' from hon. 
members, and from tho Chair, could not 
allay, but seemed rather to inorouao. 

"Mr. Sloath referred disparagingly to tho 
repeated divisions as a frlvoloua waato of 
time. Mr. J. Morgan, who wbb rosponaiblo 
for ono of tho divisions, oalled out to Mr. 
Sleath, * Sit down, you tried to blow up a 
family at Broken hill. You'ro a scoundrol.' 

" Livid with rage, Mr. Sloath appoaled 
to the Chair for protection, but, as thero 
was much noiBO at tho tlmo, whioh Mr. 
M'Court aoemed to bo unablo to pub down, 
he explained to tho injured member that he 
did not hear the expression. However, he 
requested Mr. Morgan to apologise for the 
remarks if he had UBed them. Mr. Morgan 
having complied with tho request, Mr. 
Sleath oontinuod his speech, but he soon 
asked for protection from Mr. Morgan, who 
had, ho said, Btated that ho was not sn 
honest man. Tho chairman again filled to 
hear the words, and Mr. Morgan denied 
using them. 

"'Then I Bay ho'a a liar, 1 ahouted Mr. 
Sleath at the top of his voice, which, under 
ordinary oircumatances, is a loud one. Mr. 
Sleath, upon being requested to apologize, 
did so, adding that he remained of the same 
opinion still, Mr. Miller thon came upon 
the Bceno and was soon in conflict with tho 
Chair. He called Mr. Sleath ' a dishonor- 
able mombor,' and then withdrew tho re- 
mark, but Boon afterwards referred to cer- 
tain persons as 'boguB' people. On Mr. 
Hughes rising to protest lis waa met with 
the interjaotion, ' Sit dowD, you Jack in-tho 
box.' Mr. Hughea then called Mr. Miller 
'a thing,' and tho Chairman failing to hear 
the remark, Mr. Miller proceeded to ad- 
verBely critioix* tho Chairman. He waa 
ordered to discontinue his remarks, bub, on 
attempting to apeak, Mr. McCourt, whoso 
patienoe appeared to have becomo exhausti d, 
orderod the Sergeant-at-arms to remove Mr. 
Miller, which order was at once oboyed, 
This prompt action had ita effect, and oom 
parative peace soon afterwards prevailed." 

SIB R011ERT DDKF'S DEATH. 

The Sydney papers of Maroh 16 devote a 
great deal of space to tho death of Sir 
Robert Duff, governor of tho colony of New 
South Wales, whioh occurred the previous 
day. In the beginning of February, while 
in Hobart, TaBmania, Sir Roberb oaught a 
chill which developed into congestion of the 
liver, accentuated by jiucdice. Towards 
the end of the month he improvod ao much 
that danger wbb considered over, but in 
Maroh his disease took a turn for the worse 
ond at his own wish ho was romovod to Syd- 
ney, where ho arrlvod on Thursday, March 
14, ab midnight. After a consultation of 
physicians &n operation was performed a 
few houro later for abscess of tho liver, but 
the patient sank rapidly and diod on Friday 
evening. General regret at Sir Robert 
Duffs doath ia cxproBBcd by the Australian 
press, and from all parts of Australia mes- 
sages of sympathy and condolence were sent 
to his family. On the Sunday following ho 
wbb buried with atate honors. 

A NEW ZBAI.ANU VOLCANO. 

On March II tho volcino Ruapohu in 
New Zealand broke in eruption without the 
slightest warning. A tremendous column 
of steam was ejected thousands of feet into 
the air and afterwards tho steam ceased, 
and was replaced by smoko and ashes, which 
continued to be bolchod forth. Io is be- 
lieved that the Crater lake on tho summit is 
being turned into a solfatara or volcanic 
vent, emitting sulphurous, muriatio and 
acid vapors and gaaos, 

AGAINST THE UPPER HOUSE. 
Speaking at Wellington on March 5, tho 
New Zoalund Minister for Labor said that 
the abolition of tho Upper House must tako 
placo boforo very long, and tho adoption of 
the referendum would thon bo nocesaary.

AS OTHERS SEE IT. 

The Sydney, N.S.W., " Mail » on the Recent 
Development In the Sealing 
Question. 

Referring to tho refusal of the United 
States Congreaa to pay tho award of §425,- 
000 offered to Canadian sealers, tho Sydnoy 
Morning Herald says i 

" Thore appears eomethine singularly 
paltry in the refusal of the United Statos 
Congress to pay up on tho award over tho 
dhpute on tho Behring'a Soa fisheries. Ono 
fools it difficult to rooonoilo this with one'a 
ideas of a great nation when any kind of 
principlo is no longer in question, and it is 
merely pay or not pay whab has beon agreed 
to be paid. The fooling is increased when 
we boar in mind that tho sum in question is 
less than the actual award, tho objections of 
the American government — or, rather, tho 
request for a decrease of the amount — hav- 
ing been generously and promptly conceded 
by the British government ; and now when 
the decreased amount, obtainod aa it were 
by ohaffing, has boon fixed, tho congress re- 
fuses to liquidato tho debt. Wo contrast 
with this the action of England in relation 
to tho Alabama claims. Thero woro many 
who Btrenuoualy objected to tho concessions 
of principlo in relation to the basis on which 
the award should bo made ; bub once 
made there was nover a voice raised 
againBt the paymonb, and paid it waa 
B) nnatintedly that a largo surplus 
appears to have remained in tho hands 
of the American government after all the 
discoverable claimants had had their claims 
discharged. We may poasibly explain the 
refusal by the ascondency for the time being 
of party feelings in congress, resulting in 
tho temporary ignoring of all sense of re- 
sponsibility and public honor ; and we may 
indulge the hope that the good sense of the 
American people will save the national char- 
acter from the stigma of what would be 
nothing lesa than repudiation of a discredit- 
able kind. The whole amount can be of but 
little importance to tho American treasury 
or to the~Bixty aix millions of the Americ-n 
people. But, as casting a shadow over ttio 
great principle of arbitration for tho aettlu- 
ment of international disputes, the incident 
is one in whioh the whole world might feel 
concern. The Amorican government ap- 
pears to bo willing enough to maintain the 
national honor ; but the authority that 
holds the power of the purse has caused the 
block, whiah no doubt will sooner or lator 
bo removed under tho force of tho sense of 
national hcaor of the American people."

To the Editor :— Thore ia nothing 
be admired in the Mayor's novel expedient 
of disposing of an unpleasant queation by 
declaring the council meeting adjourned. 
At the best It only relegates tho trouble to 
another session, besides exhibiting a want of 
knowledge of ordinary procedure not at all 
credltablo to a presiding officer. 

Ib would be well for His Worship to re 
member that onr young peoplo carefully 
note the proceedings of our public bodiee, 
and thia example of irregularity cannot fall 
to be hurtful to them. Such rulings savor 
too mnoh of tyranny to be acceptable in this 
age. In my experionoo, there la no prooe 
dent for a chairman presuming to decide 
when tho meeting shall adjourn unlesa it ia 
apecially provided for by a previoua rosolu 
tion or by the rules of^order. Had I the 
honor of u seat ab the council board I should 
consider lb my duty (even if in sympathy 
with tho Mayor's views) to resent this In- 
terference with the rights of the mombera, 
and would probably do It in this way :

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THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

American nowapapera iu these daya con- 
tain roferoncoa innumerable to the " Monroe 
dootrine." Thia dootrine, according to tho 
great majority of them, has made tho Uni- 
ted States virtually master of this continent. 
It places all the republics, both in North 
America and South America, under tho pro- 
tection of the United States. No matter 
what thoy do or how they treat tho subjoota 
of European kings, queans and emperora, 
the Monroe dootrine, acoording to thorn, 
glvoa the United Statea authority to inter- 
fere and to prevent their being dealt with aa 
they deaerve. Thoao who aro not well ac- 
quainted with the hiatory of the Unltod 
Statea will he tempted to believe that this 
aaored " Monroe dootrine " has boon drawn 
up and promulgated by some su- 
preme power whose authority over 
the nations of thia continent and 
all other continents is unquestioned. 
When ho finds that it is nothing more than 
a passage in ono of tho mo8aagoa of ono of 
the Preaidenta of tho United States ho will 
bo amazod at the arrogance and tho auda- 
city of thoao who apeak of it and write of 
it as if it wore an authoritative utterance 
whioh cannot bo questioned and which 
everyone on this continent and on the seas 
which wash its shores, no mattor to what 
nation we may belong, is bound to obey. 

Although " Tho Monroe Doctrine " is a 
phrase to conjure with by jingo oditora and 
bellicose politicians of a certain clasa of 
not a very high grade of intelligence, there 
are United Statea citizans both on the press 
and in the halls of loglslati on who know 
how to ostitnuto it at its truo value and 
when to appeal to it reasonably. Harper's 
Weekly seems to bo amused at tho use 
whioh the jingo oditora are juat now mak- 
ing of the " Monroo dootrine " and under- 
takea to toll them what it does and what it 
dooa not mean. It says : 

It certainly doea not moan what tho 
Jingoes and their editors assort. They 
Boom to think that tho doctrino goes to tho 
extent of making thia country tho guardian 
of every ropublio, preaont or prospoctivo in 
Central or South America against the action 
of any European monarchy. Wo Bay this 
bocaueo of the gonerul exploaion ocoaaioned 
by Groat Britain's insiatanco that Nicaragua 
shall make a money compensation for the 
oxpulsion of her consular agent Hatch from 
Bluefiolds. Tho morits of tho cantrovoray 
aro obscure, but, recent commentators to tho 
contrary, it is not truo that any President 
or Secretary of State of tho Unitod States 
has laid down tho proposition that European 
monarchies must settle all thoir difficulties 
with the American ropublloa through tho 
good officeH of tho Unitod Statoa, or that no 
European monarchy Bhall bo pormittod to 
hold u Spanish Amorican ropublio to account 
for tho violation of its international obliga- 
tion, or that monarchies and umpires shall 
nob exist on thia hemisphere. 

Harpor's Weekly givoa an historical aa- 
count of tho " Doctrino," and thon gooB on 
to Bhow when it may bo applied —that is, if 
tho Unitod Statoa ia at tho timo in a poaitlon 
to apply it. It saya : 

If an imporial govornmont of Europo 
should undertake to overthrow ono of tho 
Amorican ropublics, tho United States 
might proporly intorforo to prevent tho im- 
position, of monarchical institutions upon our 
noighbors ti:ho desired to remain republican 
This is ns far as wo can ^o under tho Monroo 
doctrine, and there 1b no precedent nor any 
resolution of congress warranting oven bo 
much intorforonco. Wo would, however, in 
doing so adopt tho opinions of groat Amori- 
oan3 liko Jefferson, Madison, Monroo, John 
Quincoy Adama, Henry Clay and Daniel 
Webster, Bub if we apply tho perverted 
Monroo doctrino whorovor tho Jingoes de- 
mand it wo shall bo adopting no 
opinions that are entitled to the slightest 
respect. If tho pooplo of what Amorioans 
aro fond of calling tho groab ropublio desire 
to soo republican principles spread, thoy 
will cultivate national dignity and solf- 
reapoct, and will insist on the roign of law 
In thoir domoatio concorns boforo thoy shako 
thoir fiatB at monarchies whonovor any 
ainglo monarch happona to havo a quarrol to 
sottlo with our South and Contral American 
noighbors. Lot us boar in mind that 
royalty cannot bo chastised or bullied out of 
oxlstot: 'o, and that wo nan bo putriotio Am- 
orioans and koop our hoada at tho samo 
time. 

This is how Amorioans of tho highest) In- 



telligenoe speak of tho " Monroe dootrine " 
and of the toil-twistero and their writings. 
They know perfectly woll that If the Unitod 
States adopted the polloy of nnprinoipled 
meddling that the Jingoes advocate, it 
would soon have its hands full, and it would 
very quiokly bring republicanism Into dis- 
ropute In every quarter of tho world. 



HYPOORIT10AL HOWLING. 

It is amusing to soo how sensitive somo 
of tho Grita are just now when anything ia 
aaid iu their hearing about the misery and 
want that aro known to exist in Great 
Britain. As soon as a supporter of tho Gov- 
ernment in roply to the dismal statemonts 
that aro made about tho dreadful oondition 
to which proteotion has brought Canada, 
shows that tho evils attributed by the Grits 
to tho National Policy exist on a groator 
scale and muoh moro conspicuously in Groat 
Britain, whioh haa enjoyed for tho last fifty 
yoars all tho advantages which froo trade is 
oapabie of conferring, an ultra British and 
superlatively ( loyal Grit raises a ory 
about " abusing England." Tho howler, if 
ho ia not aa ignorant as a horse, knows vory 
woll that whab tho Conservative saya is not 
only true, but not a tonth part as strong as 
many of tho statements whioh putriotio 
Englishmen mako when they undertako to 
describe tho present condition of thoir 
native land. 

This tender regard for tho reputation of 
Groat Britain is very amuaing, coming aa it 
dooa from men who, only tho other day, wore 
ready, in order to favor their Yankee neigh- 
bora, to discriminate in trado against Groat 
Britain. And many of them would to-day 
tako tho same ground if they woro nob pro- 
vontod by tho sterling and aotlvo loyalty of 
their Conservative countrymen. A hypo- 
orito in religion 1b very hard to pub up with, 
but a hypocrite in politics is perfectly intol- 
erable. 



A LITTLE WAR. 



Groat Britain has nearly always a little 
war on hand in India. The Northern part 
of tho peninsula is inhabited by hardy and 
half-olvilized mountainoora who have been 
novor completely aubduod. They are se- 
cluded from tho world by immenso moun- 
tain ohaina, and they consider themaolvoa 
safe in their faatnosaes. Chitral, ono of the 
mountain towns, was occupiod by a weak 
British garrison. Umra Khan chief of a 
mountain tribe took possession of the town 
and the British agent, Dr. Robertson, was 
oompellod to take refuge In the fort. A 
month or so ago a small expedition of GO 
Sikhs under Captain Ross and Lieutenant 
Jones went to the relief of Dr. Robertson. 
On their way they were mot by an over- 
whelming force of insurgents, and after 
a desperate fight, in which Captain 
Ross and the greater part of his 
forco were killed, tho remnant, 
which consisted of Lieut. Jones and 
fourteen men, continued to make good their 
rotreat to a place called Boni. He was 
thoro, after a few days, roinforood by about 
two hundred mea, but with even this addi- 
tion to his forco ho did not consider it pru- 
dent to proceed to Chitral. He continued 
his rotreat to Mastuj. 

When nowB of tho roverso reached Cal- 
cutta Lord Elgin determined to teach tho 
insurgents and their sympathisers u lesson 
whioh they would not soon forgot. An ex- 
pedition was organized at Peshawar, 14,000 
atrongVundor Major Goneral Sir R. Low, 
In this force ia included six British regi- 
ments. We find that thia little army has 
given a good account of itsolf at 
Malandrai Paes, whioh was defended by 
12,000 of Umra Khan's triboaraen. The 
British routed the mountaineera after a 
eharp fight with but little loss. This suc- 
cess opened the way to Chitral. Tho ad- 
vanco of tho British has boon oppoeed, but 
the insurgents have beon beaton in ovory 
engagement. The Swot haa been croaaod 
and it is almost certain that tho next nows 
from the seat of war will be that Dr. Rob- 
ertson and his little garrison havo boon 
relieved, 

Tho Svvatia and other hill tribes have 
found that it ia vory daugeroua to moddlo 
with British garrisons, no mattor how weak 
thoy may bo. Thoy ht,ve realized that thoro 
is behind them a forco which, 
aa fur aB they aro concerned, is 
irresistible. They have found that 
tho death of a British roaidout or a Britiah 
soldier ia Bpoodily avenged, and that a 
temporary buocobq ovor a handful of soldiora 
ia certain to coat thoao who uchiovo it a 
torriblo prieo. Umra Khan if ho oacupoa 
with hia life will hardly again attaok an- 
other British post, let it bo ovor so wouk, 
and insufficiently defended. British 
supremacy In India can only bo maintained 
by convincing thoso who may bo inclined to 
resist Britiah authority that rebellion is 
hopoloBB, that Grei.t Britain is roady 
promptly at tho point of tho bayonot to 
maintain hor authority in ovory part of tho 
country. 

A TRANSFERABLE ORIEVANOE. 

Ono of tho diffioultioa whioh Newfound- 
land hae had to faco ia what is called tho 
Weal Shoro difficulty. Many yoara ago tho 
British Govornmont grantod thoFronch oor- 
tain fishing righta on tho weat shoro of New- 
foundland, Tho privllogoa ooncodod to the 
French appoared at tho timo to bo fow and 
of but littlo importanoo. Nob an inch of 
land was given to thorn, but thoy wore al- 
lowed aholtor and tho privilogo of dr-'ing 
thoir fish on tho land noar tho shore. Tho 
length of coast along which thoao privileges 
extondod waa somo eight hundred miles. 
Tho wholo coasb line of tho Island ia said not 
to oxoood two thousand miles. For a long 
whilo tho Fronoh onjoyod thoir privilegos 
quiotly. Bub tho Newfoundlanders regarded 
thorn with a jealous oyo. As timo 
progrossod tho Fronoh bocamo oxcoodingly 
Iiboral In thoir interpretation of tho 
troaty. Thoy cluimod exclusive fishing 



rights on tho West Shore, and Newfound^ 
land fishermen found that they could nob 
follow their calling in their own oonnbry or 
exeroiao ownership ovar the territory on its 
Weat shore without molestation. Disputes 
arose tind a vory bad feeling was engender 
ed botwoen tho Newfoundlanders and the 
Fronoh fiahormen. When the business of 
emuing lobsters bcoamo lucrative tho 
Frencli claimed the exclusive right to catch 
lobsters along tho eight hundred miles of 
coast ovor whioh their rights extondod. It 
waa in this dispute that tho question waa 
raisod— Is tho lobster a fiih ? 

Tho intervention of the British Govern 
mono w»b invoked by tho aggrieved New 
foundlanders. It waB aaked to givo an au- 
thoratltive interpretation to tho tcrma of 
the treaty and to koop the Fronoh fishormen 
and puckers in thoir places. Tho slow 
methoda of British diplomatiata greatly dis 
pleased the Newfoundlanders, who seemed 
to think that all that Groab Britain had to 
do waa to express an opinion and to mako 
a demand to havo their griovancoa inBtantly 
redrossod. Bat thoy Boon found out that 
national disputes aro not Bottled in an off 
hand way. Instead of accepting the New- 
foundland intorprotation of the treaty, tho 
French bcoamo more exacting and more 
urgent In insisting on tho correctness of 
thoir own interpretation of ita terma. 

What made tho mattor more aggravating 
to thoso intorestad in tho fishing lnduatry of 
tho colony, the Fronoh Government gave a 
bounty of a cent and a half a pound on dried 
oodfieh. Tho Newfoundland fiahormen 
thorofore, who received no bounty, bad to 
compete In tho markota of tho world 
with tho bounty-fod fiBhcrmon of Franco. 
Thoy found this bounty business a eorious 
drawback io the prosecution of tho fiahory, 
for whorcver thoy wont thoy would 
bo undersold by tho Fronoh fishermen 
who oaught tho codfish off their own ehores. 
Tho b-iib law was onaotod as a aorb of retali- 
ation, but it dooa not seem to have worked 
very satisfactorily. 

If the negotiations whioh are now going 
on in Ottawa provo successful, and Now. 
foundland become a Provinco of the Domin 
Ion, Canada will ba saddled with this Fronoh 
shoro grievance. It ia not likely that tho 
change will mako any differonco in tho 
demands or tho practices of tho French, al 
though It may stimulato tho Homo Govern' 
ment to find some way of offictlng a settle 
menb with Franco. But this may not bo an 
oasy mattor. Much has boon done to arrive 
ab a good understanding with Franco in tho 
matter, bat with very little effect. The 
French Govornmont have rofuBed offera of 
compensation, and they have kepb on in 
croasing thoir olaimB under tho treaty, 
Thoy want tho Newfoundland fishery as a 
nursery for soamen to man their navy, and 
thoir policy haa been to do all In their powor 
to encourage and foater it, and it is not at 
all probable that they can bo easily in 
ducod to abandon thoir WoBt shore claims.

THE " VELOS " COMPASS. 

Blneham Is Acquitted of tho Charge of 
Stealing It. 

George Bingham, arrested on Tuesday on 
a chargo of stealing tho compass of tho 
wrecked Volos, was acquitted after a sum- 
mary trial in the provincial polioo court 
yesterday beforo MngiBtrato Macruo. Mr. 
O. H. Barnard appoared for the defonco. 

Tho information of John MoHardy ao- 
cused Bingham cf stealing a compass valued 
at §10- from the wrocked Volos, tho proporty 
of Alexander Fwon. Tho defendant pleaded 
nob guilty, and Mr. MoHardy was callod aB 
tho first witnesa. Ho stated that ho was 
employed by Roborfc Ward & Co., Ltd., to 
aavo what it was poosiblo to from tho 
Voloa wreck, Ho had missed the 
compasB from Trial island on 
Thuraday and had called onco at Bingham's 
houno to boo him about it, bub Bingham hap- 
pened to bo out. Ho had alao sent a mea- 
aago to Bingham, but tho mossanger had 
not told tho defendant that it was about tho 
compass. After tho stoppage of tho sale on 
Tuesday of tho aalvago from tho Volos 
wreck, by tho sheriff on account of Bing- 
ham's claim for nalvugo, witness had told 
Mr. W. A. Wurd that tho oalo was Btoppnd, 
and a chargo waa luid against Bingham for 
stealing tho compasa. 

3^A. A. Aarouson was called to show that 
tho value of tho compass was §,'1, and that if 
ho bought lb bo would only have paid from 
a dollar to a dollar aud a half for ib. 

Goorgo Bingham said that ho had tho day 
aftor tho wrook picked up tho oompaBB and 
box from where they had beon waBhod 
ashoro, and had pub thorn in a placo of 
safoty. AfterwurdB tho box disappeared, 
and aa tho compass had lain around loose on 
tho Island for a week and ho considered ibof 
no value, he picked ib up and took It homo 
as a memento of tho disaster, without any 
effort to conceal hia action. 

Tho Magistrate was satisfied that Bing- 
ham had no feloniouB inlont and dismissed 
tho caao.

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BURNAND OF PUNCH. 



Chat With i» Man Who Furnishes Alleged 
Humor Onco u Week. 

When I wroto P. C. Bninnud asking 
him to grant nil interview; I did it with 
trepidation, having hoard that ho ob- 
jootod to the modern inquisition of tho 
interviewer. My eloquerioe evidently 

frevailed, however, for ho replied that 
might have tho satisfaction of execut- 
ing my editorial commission. It could 
only bo a. "sketchy" affair, as at tho 
prosont time ho was so very busy that 
his loisuro moments wore fow and pro- 
cious. As probably I knew as much 
about him as was liocessary, I should 
let him oft easily. 

I had to bo contentod with moroly 
catching a glimpse of him in his oom- 
fortablo study at tho "Boltous. " Ho 
■was proparing to start off for the Savoy, 
whero ho was occupied in rohoarsing 
his new piece. 

"Of tho many comio papors Punch is 
decidodly tho only one that appears to 
excito a vaguo, mysterious intorost in 
tho bosom of tho roading public What 
in tho cause, Sir. Burnaud?" 

"Probably tho hobdomadal dinner, at 
which it is supposed, no doubt, that tho 
jokes aro handed round to bo digosted. " 
"When was Punch started?" 
"Punch was started in 18-11, a year 
of threo eventful P's — tho introduction 
of ponny postago and tho birth of tho 
prince. It was to bo a comic chroniclo 
of tho timos. " 

"And its first editors?" 
"Woro Mark Lemon, Shirloy Brooks 
and Tom Taylor. ' ' 

In thoir identioal chair now sits Mr. 
Burnand, who no doubt, through his 
othor works, is bettor known to tho gen- 
eral public than his predecessors. Fran- 
cis Cowley Burnand was born oa Nov. 
20, 1830. His very earliest years show- 
ed a promise of literary talent. At Eton 
his little plays wore acted in his tutor's 
room, and at tho ago of 14 his "Guy 
Fawkes' Day" was produced at Worth- 
ing. Ho carried his energies on to Cam- 
bridge, whero ho founded tho A. D. C, 
which still flourishes. 

Mr. Burnand quite mado up his mind 
that tho church should bo his profession. 
And from rending at Cuddesdon he 
passed to St. Charles' seminary to study 
undor tho late Cardinal (thon Dr.) Man- 
ning, which resulted in his discovering 
that tho euro of souls was not his voca- 
tion. His earliest contribution to Punch 
dates back to 1855, when ho sent in a 
drawing which wns reproduced by the 
great John Loech. Though tho stage has 
always possessed a great attraction for 
him, journalism equally claims him as 
ono of its successful lights. With what 
othor papers was he connected? Hoouco 
edited a small paper, Tho Glowworm, 
when Arthur A. Beckett was his "sub." 
Ho contributed a good doal to Fun. In 
fact, it was through Fun not seeing his 
idea of a literary joko that brought him 
directly in connection with Punch. 
"What was tho idea?" I askod him. 
"Tho burlesquing of popular novel- 
ists of tho day. Of theso 'Mokanna' ap- 
peared in Punch Fob. 31, 18(13. It was 
attributed to Thackeray. Tho idea rog- 
ularly caught on, and soon after that I 
joined tho staff, on which for a long 
time, owing to my youth, I was called 
'Tho Now Boy. ' " 

The now and original stylo of "Hap- 
py Thoughts" won him popularity as a 
truo wit. Its vory simplicity of quaint 
humor appealed to all. "Happy 
Thoughts" and Burnands aro synony- 
mous, and not undeservedly so. Tho 
samo keon senso of humor runs through 
every lino of his writing. 

"When did you boeomo editor?" was 
my next quostion. 

"I suecoeded to tho oditorial chair in 
1880. Though a post of honor, tho lifo 
of an editor of a comio journal is not 
oxactly a happy ono, for many pooplo 
seem to imagine that a joko has only to 
bo made, and it becomes 'good enough 
for Punch !' Tho homo of tho foeblo fun- 
ny story lies in tho wasto papor basket 
of Tho Punch office. "—London Sketch. 



"Shoes Half Soled While You Walt." 

"Your shoes half soled whilo you 
wait" is a Seventh avenue sign which 
recalls many pleasant memories to tho 
man who was raised in tho back coun- 
try and paid periodical visits to the 
crossroads cobbler during boyhood days. 
Tho faeo of an old man with all of his 
hair on his chin, and that white with 
ago and streaked with tobacco juieo, 
sitting on a low shoemaker's bench in a 
little back kitchen of a log house in tho 
woods rises before mo as I pass. I smell 
tho solo leather soaking in tho tub near 
tho rodhot kitchen stovo and hear tho 
play of tho shining hainmor as the old 
man beats tho still cowhide on his knee. 
And such knees! Many a timo have I 
seen him crack walnuts on them with 
no othor protection than his shoemaker's 
apron. Tho old man always performed 
that trick for my boyish edification as I 
sat metaphorically at his foot of a cold 
winter's night and my shoes woro being 
half soled whilo I waited. It seemed to 
givo him as much ploasuroas it did mo. 

Ho was a philosopher who had seen 
much of tho groat world and had re- 
tired from it to tho low cabin in tho 
backwoods of northern Indiana, and ns 
ho drove tho boxwood pegs homo with 
certain aim ho awoke in mo tho over- 
mastering desire to seo somo of that 
samo world on my own account. Ho 
seemed to mo to know everything worth 
knowing and scrupled not to part with 
fractions of that knowledge upon tho 
slightest provocation. Tho shoo pegs or 
waxed ends in his mouth never inter- 
fered materially with his volubility. 
Nothing ever disturbed his good humor. 

That was 40 years ago, but I romom- 
bor tho deeply sympathetic glance from 
tho mild blue eyes of tho old shoemaker 
as ho turned them from tho shoo ho was 
trimming and b nt them upon mo ono 
night after I had given erudo expression 
to a desire to "seo tho world." 

"You'll bo disappointed, boy. Thoro's 
nothing in it. "—New York Horald.

THE PYRAMIDS OF EGYPT. 



How Were They Reared and How Was 
tho Material Gatliorod? 

Tho pyramids of Egypt, for long and 
to this day included among tho world's 
wonders, aro to bo rogardod as marvol- 
ous triumphs of moohanioal skill. Of 
these thero aro many scattorod ovor tho 
Nile valloy, somo of brick, somo of stono 
and of varied height Tho two largest 
aro in tho neighborhood of Cairo. Thoy 
aro and havo boon for thousands of 
yoars the most colossal nionumonts in 
the world. 

Tho largest, that of Cheops, in its 
original fitato is said to havo .boon 800 
foot high and tho longth, of its baso on 
oaoh eido tho samo. It is built of hugo 
etonog ranging from 2 to -1 foot in 
height. It is now ruggod and has tho 
character as well as tho appearance of a 
four sided groat stairway. Tho hollows 
between tho stops are beliovod to havo 
been filled in with whito rnarblo, whioh 
would shine liko snow uudor tho bright 
Egyptian sun. Tho pyramid is now 
much roduced in height, not being moro 
than 500 feot. It is gonorally admitted 
that tho pyramids woro built for tombs 
and on certain astronomical principles. 

Thero is an inner chamber where tho 
sarcophagus was placod. When a mon- 
arch began to reign, ho commenced to 
build lii.s tomb. When ho died, his body 
was placod in tho sacred chambor pro- 
parodfor it, and tho opening which led 
to it was closod. Tho pyramid was 
then completed. If tho monarch's reign 
was long, tho pyramid was largo. If 
short, tho pyramid was small. 

How tboso groat structures woro 
roared — how tho hugo masses were 
brought together and put in their places 
— is a question which has novor been 
satisfactorily Answered. Of mechanical 
forces somo of tho early pooples soom to 
havo had much more kuowlodgo than 
thero is any direct rocord of. — Chicago 
Record. 

AN OLD PRUSSIAN DISH. 
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"Ilcerflsh" In Alleged to He Good When 
It Is Served Steaming Hot. 

Thero is a dish dear to ovory Prus- 
sian's heart, which may bo, howovor, 
absolutely now in this country. All 
Germans may not know it, as it is not 
mado in south Germany oxcopt in iso- 
lated cases. Boor is not its chief ingro- 
diont, but it plays an important part in 
tho makeup, 

Tho dish is known as beorfish, and 
tho Gorman carp, praised of opicuros, is 
horoin treated in a manner worthy of 
tho fish. It must bo mado with half 
boor, or, in the absonco of this, with 
woiss boor nud porter. Tho fish is cut, 
not iu half, liko a shad, but in sections 
or squares. Three or four cuts across 
tho fish aro all that is nocossary. Of 
course tho fish must bo cloaned. 

A largo glazed pot is usod. A layer of 
largo onions is placed on tho bottom of 
tho pot. On this aro sprinkled various 
spices; then a layer of a substance call 
ed fish pfefferkuohen, which has moro 
or less fish snbstance in it and can be 
procured at any German grocery or deli 
oatessen store; then a layer of sliced 
lemon; then carp. This is repeated until 
tho pot is full. 

A layor of onions is placod on top and 
boor is poured into the whole mass until 
all tho interstices aro filled. It is cook- 
ed for 20 minutes over a slowfiro, moan- 
timo adding a spoonful of viuogar and 
another of sugar. Peorfish is dolicious 
when it is cooked and served steaming 
hot. But its good qualities do not ond 
hero, for after it is cold it offers alluro- 
ments which make it hard to dooido 
whioh way it tastes bettor, hot or cold. 
— Philadelphia Times.

PRACTICAL SYMPATHY. 

Seattle's Worthy Unemployed Enabled to 
Raise Food for Themselves. 

Seattle, April 10.— There wa3 a meotlng 
at the chumber of commerce rooma last 
night of citizens who are interested in the 
proposition to provide land and implements 
with which the unemployed men, princi- 
pally with families, can raise vegetables 
enough to tido them through next winter. 
The meeting waa called by the executive 
committee of tho Bureau of Associated 
Charities, and waa presided ovor by Rov. 
D. C. Garrett, who explained tho plan us 
oporatod successfully in Dotroit, and stated 
that to successfully carry out tho plan in 
tie city doDationa of land, implements, eto , 
would bo needed. Ho also thought that 
one great factor in tho succoso of the under- 
taking would be tho formation of a good 
strong committee to apportion tho land and 
to superintend tho work of tho mon, aa in 
this way heada of families out of 
employment oould bo provided for. He 
particularly called attention to tho fact that 
tho Detroit plan haB been in operation sinco 
last Juno, and that tho land given produced 
vegetables to tho valuo of SI.'!, 000, at a cost 
of about S3, 000. Ho also rend tho live facts 
that tho Detroit plun has demonstrated, "j 1 ° , 
namely: That at louat 95 por con* ^ie 
poople who are in dealituto cir^.ngtances, 
aa a result of tho . .. ■»• ., me ready, 
willing and anxious to work ; that a largo 
number of those people can bo supported by 
utilizing vacant land in tho outskirts of the 
city ; that a very Email Bpaco of ground is 
sufficient to raise enough vegetables to sup- 
porD a family through tho winter ; that a 
majority of our citizens who own vacant 
land would much rather allow it to bo cul- 
tivated by tho poor than to pay a largo tax 
for their support, and that the needy aro 
thereby assisted without creating thu de- 
moralization in tho habits of tho people that 
gratuitous aid always entails. 

Rov. W. F. Taylor Baid ho was groatly In 
favor of tho proposition, as it placod the 
men unfortunato enough to bo out of work 
in a position to provide suetouanco for their 
families next wintor, He thought every 
man should help tho soheme along and got 
it in good running order. He aaid : " Why, 
If tboy oan mako this plan u success in Do- 
troit with tho land they havo there, wo 
mako ib a doublo bucclbs in Seattlo with tho 
magnificent land wo have horn that ia going 
to waato for tho want of oultivation, Tho 
plan ia perfectly foaBible. People will b_ 
bettor off anyway to live on moro vegeta- 
bles and lees on moats. If tho plan ia buc- 
cosof ully put into oporotion it will nob nccos- 
sitato men and women going to bed next 
winter hungry." 

At tho cIobo of tho meotlng several per- 
sons offorod tho use of lands, and others 
gavo money to help tho exponeos of tho un- 
dertaking.

The amount of compensation to be paid to 
temporary assistants on tho teaching staff, 
and the desirability of introducing tho 
model school ayatcm in tho Victoria schools, 
were tho two important oubjecta which oo 
cupied tho attention of tho board of school 
trustooa at tho monthly mooting of that 
body held laab evening. Chairman Hay- 
ward presidod, and all members of the board 
were present. 

Tho first item of buBinoss camo in tho 
form of a complaint from Mr. J, A. Cohen, 
that Mr. Sallaway, teaohor of tho third div 
islon of tho Central school, had administered 
unnecessarily severe punishment to his son 
— that in fact the brulaea received at tho 
toucher's hands remained for months. In 
justice to both complainant and teacher, 
Trustees Marohant and Lewis wore named 
aa a special oommitteo to Inveatigate and 
roporb. The apodal committee in ro. tho 
Walls Mrs. Caldwell grievance reported thab 
an amicable deoision had been reachod 

Tho Viotoria Electric Tramway Co. by 
lotter refused the application of the board 
forpaases, but c dared to allow a discount of 
five per cent, on a purchase of $100 worth 
of ticketa. Tho letter waa filed. 

City TreaBurer Charlea Kent tranamitted 
to tho board §5 65, the balance of the Pem 
berton gymnaBium bequest ; thia amount 
waa ordered placed to the credit of the 
gymnasium fund. Miaa Lucrotia Horton 
tondered her resignation aB a member of the 
toaohing staff, which waa accepted with an 
expression of regret ; and various appllca 
tiona for supplies went to tho standing com 
mittee. Applications for engagement of tho 
teaching Btaff were filed for tuiuro consider 
ation. Tho reports of tho several touchers 
aB to the Btato of tho school furniture in their 
ohargo wore received and filed, and on mo- 
tion a now desk waa ordered for Mr. E. 
Ruasoll'8 room. 

COJjLKGIATE institute. 
Principal E. B, Paul of tho Collegiate In- 
stitute in his quarterly report, after refer- 
ring to the changes necessitated by tho 
doath of assistant master Noll Heath, pro 
sen tod the following information : 

" Considering the largo number cf pupils 
under preparation for the coming teaohers' 
examination, and-aeoing thab these pupils 
require constant drill in subjects that are 
not necessary for other pupils who have 
other aima in life, I have formed a Normal 
olues in the High school where pupils are 
not only prepared for thcee examinations, 
but where they also receive practical In- 
struction in the art of toaching. With tho 
view of rendering this part of their ednoa- 
tion atill more practical, ib 1b my intention, 
provided tho board of Bchool truatoea do not 
objeot, to apply to the Superintendent of 
education for permission to UBe the public 
schools of this oity aa model schools, bo that 
tho pupila of tho model school normal 
class might have the opportunity 
of testing the theoretical knowledge already 
in their po8aesalon, by actual work in 
tho aohool room. I would suggeab that 
Friday forenoons Bhould be devoted to thia 
purpose. Mr. Russell is in chargo of the 
normal class, which comprises ail candidates 
for tho next toachers 1 examinations with tho 
exception of a few aspirants for FirBt B 
certificates who remain under my tuition. 

" The formation of a normal oluea necoB- 
aarily changed tho composition of my oivn 
olass which now consists of pupils of tho 
first and second divisions. I still have 
thoso pupils classified as two diatincb divi- 
sions, but in Bomo cases it is convenient to 
teach both together. Thia I do aa far as I 
can without detriment to tho more advanc- 
ed pupila. Tho separation of tho normal 
class haa been a distinct advantage to pupila 
who do nob need to keep up all 
the subjects required by teachers in 
asmuch aa they are now onabled to devote 
moro timo to subjects thab will be of prac- 
tical valuo to them in after life. In thin 
connection I should obaorvo that although I 
am at all timoa glud to hear from pupils 
their intentions as to their future careers, 
and although in Borne instances I know ex- 
actly what certain pupils requiro, yot I 
Bhould bo glad if parentB having children in 
any division oil thia Echool would call on mo 
and discuBS thoir boys' or their daughters' 
futures with mo eo that I may bo enaolod to 
direct their etudics to tho best advantage 
My work for tho High eahool doos not Se< 
minato with school hours, or I should try to 
soe purcntp 0' I hoir own hom «. Bub con- 
lOiiuir.i .. of f .!p(?i in tho High 
echui*;, .;jd tho limited timo at my disposal, 
that in impossible. " 

NORMAL SCHOOL TRAINING. 

In tho Bume connection, lator in tho even- 
ing, Truateo Marohant introduced tho reso- 
lution notico of which had been givon, and 
which aa passod after a long diecusalon 
road aa follows : 

" Whereas it ia in the beat interest of 
education in thia oity thab tho services of 
ODly trainod tcaohors should bo retained ; 
and whoroao tho government has boon un- 
able through laok of funds to establish n 
normal echool in this provinco, although in 
full sympathy with such aid to teuchorn 
training ; and whorcas a largo number of 
persons aro obtaining touchers' certificates 
each year who huvo obtained no normal 
echool training than can bo omployed in the 
echoolo of tho provinco ; 

"The board of echool trustees thoreforo 
reaoIveB : That on and after thia date it will 
ongugo tho aervioes of teachora (a) who shall 
have obtained a Normal eohool certificate 
from ony recognized achool in the Dominion; 
(b) or have previously taught for ono your In 
bho provinco and are granted letters of ro- 
commendation as to teaching ability ; (a) or 
who havo tangbb for six months under pro- 
bationary appointment of the board as pupil 
teachora in one of the graded Bohools of tho 
city and who aro fully rocommonclod by tho 
principals of tho schools in which tho aaid 
pupil teaohera havo taughb ; and It 
in further resolved that this hoard 
shall Immediately after tho pub- 
lication of tho lists of suaoosBful 
candidates for teachora certificates at the 
July examination of thia yoar proceed to 
appoint ono pupil teaohor wlthoub aalary to 



eaoh of tho four public soho^s of the city, 
viz: Contrui Boyi and GirlB BohWfifj 7\octL 
Ward and South Park schools, 

"Tho board further directs thab Buch 
pupil teaohera shall have prior right of en- 
gagement ab the remuneration authorized by 
tho board in caeo of illness or absence of any 
member of tho toaohing stuff, and without 
pledging itself in any way or manner, or as 
tumirg any reeponsibilioy whatsoever; the 
board hereby declares its intention to giva 
any position that may bo created, or as va- 
cancies may arise upon the permanent staff 
of teachora, to Buoh pupil teaohers if other- 
wise duly qualified." 

teachers' substitutes. 

Tho prinoipala of the Girls' and Boys' 
Central schools, the North Ward and South 
Park schools reported the work in their 
ohargo as advancing steadily and satisfac- 
torily, the teachora being thoroughly alive 
to tho importance of their work. 

In connection with theBo reports a del- 
egation of teaohora presented themselves 
with tho objeot of uddroaeing tho board on 
the subjeot of the resolution adopted by tho 
board ou the 18th of September lust, and 
which read as follows : 

" Moved by Truatoo Glover, seconded by 
Trustee Lewis and oarried, that in all casea 
of leave of absence hereafter granted, tho 
name of tho proposed bubatitute shall bo 
first submitted to the board for their ap- 
proval and tho salary paid tho substitute 
shall in all oases not bo leas than tho amount 
appertaining to the poaition whioh tho sub- 
stitute ia called upon to fill." 

Mr. S. B Nothorby, as chairman of the 
teachora' delegation, thought that a por- 
oontugo of tho aalary, Bay sixty por cent., 
ohould be paid by a toucher, who through 
illno»B might require the services of a suh- 
stituto. Aa no substituto could do as effi- 
cient) work aa the regular teacher, and ua the 
latter waa roally rospoositjlo for tho conduct 
of afiaira during tho incumbency of tho sub- 
stituto, it was unfair that tho ontiro salary 
should bo paid. The teaohera woro agreed 
upon the fuirnosa of thia proposition in caaea 
of Illness ; they wero also agrcod that 
when a teacher doaired to take a pleasure 
vaoation, the full aalary Bhould go to the 
substitute. 

Mr. A. B. MoNeill, Miss A. D. Cameron 
and others of tho delegation spoko briefly to 
the aomo effeot. 

Trustee Lewis could see no possible 
reason why teaohera should receive more 
consideration than other mortalB — if they 
were ill and unable to discharge thoir dutiea 
ib was their misfortune and the board should 
not pay aalariea for aervicea nob porformod. 
If a substitute was ocgagod in any of the 
oity schoola that substituio was Bupposod to 
bo compotent and should receive tho usual 
salary, lf a teacher waa absent from ill- 
noes or any other cause ib was tho scholar 
and tho aohool that aufferod— nob the 
teaohor. 

Trcstk.e Glover explained that in mov- 
ing the original resolution ho had bsen 
prompted by tho faob that several of the 
toachorB hud found it convenient and ab tho 
Bume timo profitable to leave eubatltutea in 
ohargo of their departments, paying them 
only a proportion of their aalarics, Ho 
took tho point that aa hia resolution applied 
only in cases whero leave of absence was 
sought and granted, it did not toaoh cases 
of illness, and conaeriuently tho views of the 
t;aohors were already fully met. The reso- 
lution applied only in oases of special plea- 
sure vacations. 

Chairman Hayward coincided In thlB 
vlow of the oaBo. 

Trustee Saunders thought thab certainly 
some consideration should be shown teaohers 
incapacitated by illness from discharging 
thoir duties. Tho illness of teaohera wsb 
frequently due to their olose confinement to 
the echoo! room. 

Trustee Lovkix shared thia opinion— 
pleaauro tripB oould nob be placed on the 
same footing as absence neoeasitated by ill- 
nosa. 

Trustee Marohant held that the reapon- 
sibllity oontinuod with the teaohor even 
during tho substitute's engagement, and 
moved that in cases cf protracted illness 60 
percent, of the salary should go to the sub- 
stitute omployed — casual days of indisposi- 
tion could of courae bo provided for by tho 
teaohor without roforenco to tho board. 

This resolution waa debated at aomo 
length and an amendment offered by Trus- 
tees Glover and Lewis that tho percentage 
bo 75, met defoat, only tho mover and 
seconder voting for It. The original resolu- 
tion provailod, 

ATTENDANCE. 

Too attendance for tha past month was 
reported aB follows, tho roport taking tho 
usual courao : Average dally, 1,835 fl-1 ;
